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Contagious Abortion and Sterility 


By DR. W. L. WILLIAMS 


A paper read at the annual meeting of the N. Y. State Breeders Association 


AST year I presented to this Association a formal 
i paper upon Abortion in Cattle, and today, as I under- 

stood the desires of the officers, I was to review the 
subject, to outline it very briefly and make this a sort of 
a round table in which the members of the Association are 
to do a large part of the talking, in the way of asking 
questions, etc. 

In my paper of last year I made a plea for a more 
comprehensive idea of abortion, of the disease which we 
know as abortion, and I tried to carry the conviction that 
we have an infection chiefly in the genital organs of cattle, 
which causes a variety of symptoms and that among these 
symptoms are sterility in which an animal fails to breed; 
abortion, in which conception takes place but is inter- 
rupted; premature birth, where the pregnancy is interrupt- 
ed at a later date and the foetus is expelled alive; and in- 
flammation of the uterus, which precedes all cases of 
abortion or premature birth. In those cases where the calf 
is carried the full time and expelled, the after-birth is very 
frequently retained, or there is a considerable. discharge 
from the uterus of the cow. These are a part of the 
symptoms of one common infection, a very wide infection 
of the genital 
organs of cattle. 

We also stat- 
ed in that paper 
that in our judg- 
ment this infec- 
tion is well-nigh 
universal. It is 
generally ac- 
cepted the world 
over among in- 
vestigators that 
abortion is due 
to the bacterium 
known as_ the 
Abortion Bacil- 
lus, which was 
described b y 
Prof. Bang of 
Denmark some 
twenty years 
ago. This organ- 
ism we find very 
widely distribut- 
ed in cattle. We 
find it in all ages 





at Rochester, Dec. 16, 1915. 


year we have added very largely to the evidence we pre- 
viously had that this organism is taken by the calf. If we 
test the blood of calves which are fed upon raw milk, by 
agglutination or complement fixation, we find that the 
blood of most calves fed upon raw milk will react to 
these tests when from 20 to 30 days of age. When we 
have followed these calves, as we have done in a number 
of cases, through their growth and development, we find 
that the tendency for the blood to react decreases after 
a time, at about 100 days of age, and the tendency remains 
very low until the heifer calf copulates, then there is an 
acceleration of this reaction and it remains in a large 
portion of cases until pregnancy is terminated by abor- 
tion or premature birth. Consequently, the general trend 
of investigation seems to show that the infection with 
the Bang abortion organism very generally occurs during 
the first few days of a calf’s life and that the calf may be 
born with the infection; that this infection does not as a 
rule disappear from that animal wholly and entirely during 
its life. At the same time, however, we must admit that 
a great many animals—and it is fortunate that we may 
admit this fact—that a great many animals which show 
this reaction and 
in which it ap- 
pears that the 
Bang’ abortion 
organism is 
present, are nev- 
er sick: They 
may breed and 
calve regularly. 
It is not then a 
question of 
whether the or- 
ganism is pres-

During the past year, 
presentation of my paper of last year, one of our foremost 
bacteriological investigators in the Department of Agri- 
culture, Dr. Evans, has presented a paper in which it is 
shown that in the milk of a very large proportion of the 
dairy cows the Bang abortion organism exists. That 
brings us to the point, to the suggestion, that calves fed 
upon raw milk are generally exposed to the organism and 
take it with their first meal. Furthermore, during the past

This herd is described in this issue. then the animal 


may react but 
will resist the organism in the animal body and it will 
cause no material harm. 

Another element which has come out quite strongly 
in our studies during the past-year is the fact that there 
seems to be very little tendency for the transmission of - 
the infection from animal to animal by cohabitation. In 
the ordinary consorting together in the field or paddock 
or stable, there appears to be. very little tendency for the 
transmission of a severe type of infection from one animal 
to another, but our two danger periods in the problem are 
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* one two-year-old owned by S. M. Strickland, Carthage, 


the feed of the calf and copulation, aside from which there 
is no very great danger. I would not say that it cannot 
be transmitted otherwise, but that these are our two 
danger periods in the problem. For instance, in the little 
handful of animals which I have in charge—entirely too 
small a number of animals to be very safe for a definite 
conclusion—I find that I may allow a perfectly healthy 
pregnant animal or a non-pregnant arimal to run in the 
same paddock or stall with reactcrs and oborters and 
there is no visible harm coming from it. This is in con- 
tradiction with much that has been taught in regard to this 
infection. 

Another very interesting matter that has come up and 
upon which we have additional and most interesting evi- 
dence during the past year, is that there is a very great 
difference in the character of a calf which is grown upon 
raw milk and one grown upon boiled milk. If we grow 
a calf upon boiled milk we have not yet. been able to find 
the blood of such a calf which would react to any test 
which we could give it for contagious abortion. If we feed 
the calf upon raw milk, the blood of a very large propor- 
tion of them does react to the contagious abortion test. 
The difficulty, however, is that a large proportion of calves 
will not live upon boiled milk. Just why, we do not know. 
In the little herd which I have under my personal super- 
vision and which have been under experiment from time 
of birth, the calves can be grown upon boiled milk suc- 
cessfully and uniformly. If I go into a herd, a large herd 
and attempt to grow calves upon boiled milk, I at once 
get into trouble, the calves don’t grow, they die instead. 
A very large proportion of them die. Some grow splendid- 
ly, others die in a very unsplendid way. If I go out into 
another herd and procure calves, or have them given to 
me, and take them to my own premises and they have 
never sucked a cow, have never been licked by the moth- 
er, a majority of them die upon being fed boiled milk. And 
when these calves die, we find in their organs, in the 
liver and spleen, the Bang abortion organism. It did not 
get there through the boiled milk. We also find what is 
known as the colon organism, and that did not get there 
through the boiled milk. So, we are in somewhat of a 
quandry just at present as to what the trouble is. 

One gentleman asked me last evening, is sterility and 
abortion, this group of diseases, on the increase? I said 
yes. He asked me why. I answered, because we are 
increasing the size of the units of our cattle. We are 
massing a greater number in one stable and breeding 
them to one bull, or breeding them indifferently to 
several bulls so that each bull finally comes in contact 
with nearly every cow in the herd, and each cow 
finally comes in sexual contact with every bull in the 
herd; that they are very closely confined and more 
highly fed and more intensely milked, and by this 
means their vigor is being unintentionally lowered and 
the infection which is present acquires increased 
virility. These things increase the difficulties of this 
problem, which is not so much the death or premature 
expulsion of the foetus but the larger problem of the 
infection and the losses which are caused to the 
herd, and we are coming more and more to the con- 
clusion that we should exert our efforts chiefly to the 
danger epochs in the life of the animal; first the new 
born calf, its feed, and secondly, the period of copula- 
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tion, and along with that we should try to sustain and 
increase the general vigor of the animal. 

I spoke a moment ago regarding boiled milk. I think 
that is the ideal way to raise a calf when you have a calf} 
that can be raised that way. Unfortunately, it is costly! 
in practice to try to grow a calf in this way. It is pos- 
sible, however, to get clean milk for the calf. First of all, 
I would not permit a calf to suck a cow, but if I permitted 
it, then I would cleanse and disinfect the udder of the 
cow each time before the calf was allowed to suck. In 


relation to the milk which I would feed a calf, I would’. 


take it from the healthiest cow in the herd. I take it that 
we may be able to pick out the best cow in the herd 
by taking the breeding history,—the cow which has bred 
most regularly throughout her career, has never aborted 
and never had a retained after-birth and never suffered 
from sterility. We can supplement that historical test 
by the agglutination test of the blood. We muy go further 
and examine the milk. But let us have the milk from our 
best cows and as clean as we know how to make it. Take 
it under specifications for the production of certified 
milk, disinfect the milker’s hands and see that the pail 
into which the milk is drawn is sterile, and discard the 
first few streams of milk. Keep the calf separate until 
you know it is a healthy calf. I believe that is as far 
as we can at present go with safety. 

Secondly, I would keep the genital organs of both sexes 
clean, and not overwork bulls. There is an unfortunate 
tendency, I think, in a large proportion of our herds to 
assume a bull’s annual capacity at so many cows and then 
give him all these cows in a very short season, and in 
many herds we have one bull which it is desired shall 
serve as many cows as possible, and he is overworked. 
Whenever we have any infection of the genital organs, in 
any animal, one of the worst things is copulation. We 
should have, I think, in most herds more bulls than are 
ordinarily kept. 

Then when cows have aborted or when they are sterile 
owing to infection jin the cavity of the uterus; or when 
they have had inflammation of the uterus, or retained after- 
birth, we should as far as possible disinfect the uterine 
cavity with a reliable disinfectant, that disinfectant, its 
strength, etc., to depend upon the individual case. 

I have been asked since I came into the room, what 
would you do for retained after-birth? I cannot say in 
advance. I.would wish first of all to see that particular 
retained after-birth. Sometimes a retained after-birth 
can be removed, it can be removed completely and without 
injuring the uterus, in which case I advise its removal. 
In other cases it cannot be removed without tearing the 
uterus or without leaving the most essential part of the 
after-birth attached to the uterous, then I would not re- 
move it, because I could not remove it. 

A great many people think of retained after-birth as a 
very common and indifferent matter. I have come to look 
upon retained after-birth as one of the most serious things 
with which a veterinarian can come in contact and that 
each individual case requires.a high degree of judgment 
as to just what can be done. Mistakes are very common. 
I, for instance, was in a valuable Guernsey herd only a 
few days ago where there were six sterile animals. Three 
of them had been manipulated because of retained after- 
birth, by a herdsman who thought he knew how to take 
away an after-birth. I advised the owner to send those 3 
cows to the butcher. I don’t know how much the tampering 
with the after-birth had to do with the condition of the 
genital organs of these animals but I do know from an 
examination of these genital organs that is was utterly

tablished in 1894. A love of nature and the ambition to 

aid in the breeding of better dairy cattle were the prin- 
cipal reasons for Mr. Strickland’s venture into agricultural 
lines. On this farm of 525 acres, Brown Swiss cattle vere 
introduced but after a short time these were dispersed 
and the foundation for a pure bred Holstein herd was laid 
by the purchase of a grandson of Hengerveld De Kol. 

From this time on the herd was gradually increased by 
the addition of new blood now and then, including a 
daughter of Lord Netherland De Kol, who has more A. R. 
O. daughters than any other sire except King of the Pon- 
tiacs. However, it was not until 1907 that the Messrs. 
Strickland began to realize that the work they had under- 
taken was going to prove so successful. 

Then S. M. Strickland concentrated his whole time, 
skill and mind to the development of a better bred herd of 
animals, He realized that in order to accomplish maxi- 
mum results he must have better equipment to work with; 
thus the erection of a large barn-was begun. 

Today on entering this barn you are led to think of it 
more of a parlor than a cow stable. The customary odor of 
ammonia, so prominent in most stables, is entirely lack- 
ing; everything is carried on in the most sanitary and 
systematic method. The stable is fully equipped with a 
standard make of stanchions, cow pens and bull pens. 
Each cow is provided with her own jndividual water 
bucket and fed in her own individual manger. This Mr. 
Strickland believes will be a great aid in preventing the 
spread of any disease. The herd at present consists of 
about one hundred head of pure bred Holstein cattle. At 
the head of the herd is Spring Farm King Pontiac 14th, who 
is a son of Spring Farm King Pontiac, the highest record 
son of King of the Pontiacs, and Tweede White Lady, 
butter 37.45. Although his daughters are still young, 
Spring Farm King Pontiac has thirteen with A. R. O. 
records including six with two-year-old records above 
twenty pounds. 

The dam of Spring Farm King Pontiac 14th is Orpha 
Pontiac, butter 5 yrs., 31.49. She has proven her ability 
to stay by producing in 304 days, butter 760.69 and milk 
13816.50 lbs. Spring Farm King Pontiac’s two nearest dams 
average for 334 days, butter 944.36, milk 17426.80, and an 
average of 4.3x per cent fat; a very remarkable fat aver- 
age for so long a period. 

Still with all this breeding unless Spring Farm King 
Pontiac 14th were a good individual his progeny would not 
be desirabie. But this was one of the principal reasons for 
his being placed at. the head of the herd. He possesse 
a fine silken hide, ‘a straight back line, great capacity 
a large well held up barrel, good rudimentary teats, and a 
great heart girth, which is very essential as it denotes 
a strong constitution. He is being bred to daughters of 
Hillside Pietje Lyons Hengerveld, who is a son of Dutch- 
land Sir Lyons Hengerveld, and Woodcrest Pietse Rebecca; 
at six years, butter 26.24, milk 557.4. He has about 25 
daughters in the herd. These heifers have been grown 
with an object of producing large straight cows. At two

years of age they will weigh from twelve hundred to 
fourteen hundred lbs. and possess the udder and vein 
development of full-aged cows. 

It is instructive to learn how these heifers were fed to 
be grown into such fine two-year-olds. We inguired of 
Mr. Strickland in regard to this and he took us to a well- 
lighted, well-ventilated and w-ll-planned calf barn, erected 
to hold about thirty-five head of calves and divided into

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separate pens. Here these young heifers were placed when 
about six weeks of age and fed large amounts of skim 
milk with a mixture of meal consisting of ground oats, oil 
meal and hominy. They were also given a liberal amount 
of clover hay to aid in increasing their capacity. The 
first of these heifers to freshen has just completed a rec- 
ord of better than 19 pounds at two years, while several 
others are just about to freshen and barring accidents they 
will all produce records as good or better than their sister. 

Mr. Strickland has put into practical use a great many 
ideas of scientific agriculture. His plan is to keep the 
entire farm of 525 acres under a rotation which is, corn, 
oats, clover, pasture for two years. This has proven very 
successful so far, producing practically all the grain neces- 
sary for the cattle, while two large silos are filled with 
ensilage which supplies the cows the year around. Also 
there are hundreds of tons of fine quality clover in the 
mows. 

The barns are lighted by electricity, generated in the 
cellar by means of a dynamo and a small gasoline en- 
gine. An eighteen hundred gallon compressed air boiler 
and a large root compartment are also to be found in the 
cellar. 

Mr. Strickland informed us that even though this is 
supposed to be a bad year for sales, owing to the foot 
and mouth disease, yet, he has found sale for a large num- 
ber of animals and since the beginning of the business he 
has shipped animals to different parts of the United States, 
including Maine and Washington; an indication that his 
cattle are desirable. , 

Every moment of his time is devoted to the breeding 
of Holsteins and his herd surely shows the results of his 
labor. He is fortunate in having for his herdsman, Mr. 
Mack, a graduate of St. Lawrence University, who co-oper- 
ates with Mr. Strickland in carrying out new ideas in re- 
gard to breeding and caring for the stock. 

It certainly was inspiring to stand at one end of that 
beautiful cow parlor ceiled with enameled steel, enclosed 
by two sets of doors and ventilated by means of the King 
system, and gaze at those one hundred head of fine- 
conditioned and well-built dairy animals, then to look at 
that man, large in stature, mind and ambitions, whose 
love for nature and pure bred Holstein cattle lead him to 
forsake a fine business in town to devote his entire time 
to the breeding of Holsteins Many of his breeding theor- 
ies and individuality crosses have already been proven 
and realized. But as his herd progresses and approaches 
nearer to his standard of perfection, he places his stand- 
ard yet higher and toils on. His aim at present is to 
produce an entire herd of one Ifundred females that will 
produce milk averaging 4 per cent butter fat. 
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Breeding and Raising Holsteins 


An address by Irving M. Avery of Auray Farms, Sparta, N. J., before the Holstein-Friesian Breeders Club of 


Madison, and Chenango counties, 


ET us commence by supposing the case of an aver- 
L age, progressive dairy farmer—one who has come to 

believe that a purebred herd of registered Holstein 
cattle means for him a real start in life, emancipation from 
farm drudgery and the first stepping stone toward the 
path leading upward to prosperity. Let us further suppose 
that by hook or crook he has gathered together a small 
herd of ordinary healthy purebred females—well what is 
the next step? The next step is the one most fraught 
with doubt and uncertainty of any of the many he will 
have to take, and acknowledged the most important single 
factor in the development of a successful herd, viz: the 
selection and purchase of the first herd bull. 

First of all we want as nearly perfect an individual as 
possible, one possessing size, constitution and vitality, and 
having the distinction of being an attractive masculine ex- 
ponent of the correct dairy type. No wasp waisted, sloping 
rumped, sway backed, ill nourished specimen, no matter 
of what breeding; but a commanding bull of outstanding 
quality and generous, proportions, short legged, heavy 
‘withéred, well .ribbed and ‘a good looking, masculine-indi- 
‘vidual despite his: breeding. other qualifications however, 


are vitally important and serve to make the selection of a~ 


herd bull a difficult and perplexing si ras For if he 
lacks breeding 
and, can trans- 
mit “nothing but 
good looks to his 
offspring he is 
of no great val- 
ue to the aver- 
age dairy farm- 
er. If on the 
other hand he is 
well bred from 
producing ances- 
tors, but lacks 
individuality and 
the ability to get 
handsome, heal- 
thy calves, he is 
of no_ greater 
value. Still 
again if he com- 
bines individual- 
ity with good 
breeding and A. 
R. O. backin~, 
but fails in tran- 
smitting either 
or both quali- 
ties, he is more 
undesirable still. 
It is the elusive 
and much sought 
for inherent qual- 
ity known as 
prepotency, i.e., 
the ability to transmit certain definite and desirable dairy 
characteristics to his descendants, that we are all after 
and should keep ever in mind when selecting a herd bull. 

I would suggest as a preliminary step, a painstaking and 
intelligent study of the prominent Holstein families. Some 
are famous for milking ability, others for a uniform high 
percentage of fat, and still others for constitution, indi- 
viduality, etc. After’ coming to a decision as to which 
family will best suit your particular ideas and ideals, 
select the particular sire of that family from which you 
wish to breed. And finally select a son of that sire bred 
from a dam that meets as nearly as possible all of your 
requirements, 

In choosing a bull it is advisable to pay especial at- 
tention to the dams in his pedigree, first the immediate 
dams and then for several generations back, making sure 
that each has been a prolific and regular breeder, a satis- 
factory performer and the dam of good daughters. In 
the choice of foundation females I should reverse the pro- 
cedure and pay particular attention to the sires, as indi- 
cated by their A. R. O. daughters. The safest guide of

course is the A. R. O. record. .'To my mind a herd bull 
bred from several consecutive generations of producing 
A. R. O. dams, all known to have been regular breeders 
and consistent performers, is preferable to an equally 
good individual from a single high record dam whose 
ancestors have demonstrated little or no ability. 

If past performance has been satisfactory then let in- 
dividuality aid in selection. The dairy farmer owning a 
pure bred herd depends upon the public market for the 
disposition of his surplus stock, and to command top 
prices they must be of good dairy type and have size and 
good looks. Especially is this so in herds where little 
or no A. R. O. work is done, but it is true in any case; 
and today individuality and good form count for more 
in the eyes of the buyer than ever before. A combination 
of the two characteristics, performance and type, devel- 
oped to the utmost, difficult as it is to achieve, should 
be the ideal of every conscientious and progressive Hol- 
stein breeder. 

Now let us see why it is so necessary and important 
‘to look up the ancestors of a prospective herd bull. Any 
animal, either male or female, is liable to revert or throw 
back, and is quite as likely to inherit the qualities of its 
great sioner or great grandam, as those of the imme-- 
diate sire or 
dam, Reversion 
to type is char- 
acteristic of 
plant life as well 
as animal life. 
Hence the ad- 
visability of 
breeding froma 
bull with a com- 
plete list of 
producing A. R. 
O. dams and 
sires; for: if 
there is weak- 
ness in the ped- 
igree, there isa 
chance of weak- 
ness in the bull. 

One _ other 
point I think 
should be given 
consideration in 
the selection of 
a bull, viz: the 
age of his sire 
and dam at the 
time of his 
birth. To some 
this may seem a 
matter oftrifling 
importance, but 
a close study of 
statistics will 
confirm the statement that in a majority of cases the 
best results are secured from the mating of mature ani- 
mals of proven ability. Many times, in speaking at 
breeder’s meetings and Farmers Institute gatherings, I 
have offered the suggestion to give preference, all things 
being equal, first to a bull from a mature sire and a mature 
dam; second to one from a mature dam and an immature 
sire; third from a mature sire and an immature dam— 
disregarding if possible the animal bred from a yearling 
bull and a first calf heifer. 

It is an excellent idea to have a well planned system 
and follow some specialty, by means of systematic and 
definite line breeding, with a particular object in view. 
Line breeding, as you all know, is the judicious mating of 
animals belonging to the same family or families but not 
closely related; while in-breeding is the mating of closely 
related animals, such as breeding a sire to his own daugh- 
ters; or, in a lesser degree, mating a son and daughter of 
the same sire. The late E. H. Dollar was perhaps the 
most successful in-breeder of Holstein cattle and without 
a doubt some of the most remarkable animals, not alone

among dairy cattle, have been developed as the direct re- 
sult of the closest kind of in-breeding. But exceptions al- 
ways serve to prove the general rule, and I have always 
believed in-breeding practical for only the lifetime of a 
single individual, and that ultimately its continued prac- 
tice will result in decrease of constitutional vigor, loss 
of prolificacy, lessening of size and weakening of power. 
Also that it should be left to experts experienced in selec- 
tion. Line breeding is not only practical but entirely safe 
and greatly to be commended. If you have decided in 
favor of King Segis blood for example, then use King Se- 
gis bulls and establish King Segis characteristics firmly in 
your herd. But do not use a King Segis bull one year, a 
Korndyke bull the next, followed by an Ormsby bull, 
and later by something entirely different. 

Prepotency is the great thing in a bull, but it is also 
a two edged sword of which the beginner must take heed; 
for a prepotent animal may transmit undesirable as well 
as desirable qualities, or a proportion of each as the 
case may be, and unfortunately no guarantee goes with 
the mating. Of course the idea is to breed from a bull 
that stamps his offspring with a large majority of desirable 
qualities. Also as a rule, subject to many exceptions, the 
more prepotent the sire the less so the offspring. As may 
readily be seen, therefore, the important factor in the 
problem is proper selection; the object being to retain in 
the herd animals inheriting prepotent qualities in the 
case of males, and desirable dairy qualities in the case 
of females. 

To sum up. The -everyday breeder should adhere 
closely to a definite system of line breeding, crossing out 
perhaps every fourth generation to preserve stamina, size, 
fecundity and transmitting ability, but coming back at 
once to his chosen family or combination of blood. An 
occasional instance of judicious and well advised in- 
breeding, to intensify and firmly fix some particularly 
desirable quality, may be justified, but forswear indis- 
criminate methods. Endeavor to breed so as to increase 
size, capacity and the ability to produce increasing quan- 
tities of milk. Keep ever in mind the ideal Holstein cow

—a cow capable of giving 600 or more pounds of 4 per 
cent milk rather than 400 pounds testing 6 per cent. Re- 
member that when we breed cows to produce below 500 
pounds of milk we are getting away from the true Holstein 
type, and that whenever we begin breeding high testers 
and small producers we must inevitably yield our su- 
premacy to another breed. I have no belief in, or hope 
of the so-called dual purpose cow; short horns for beef, 
Jerseys for percentage of butterfat and Holsteins for 
production! 

We seem to have discussed breeding at some length, 
so let us take up the second and equally important half 
of our subject and consider development. So much has 
been said and written about calf raising that I will pre- 
suppose a good working knowledge of that difficult branch 
of our business on your part, and pass to a consideration 
of the best method of preparing a heifer to drop her first 
calf, and become a profitable dairy cow. If vitality, con- 
stitution and dairy ability have been bred into a calf, 
and it has been properly started and successfully weaned 
from milk, then indeed we have an excellent foundation to 
build upon, and our task has been made a comparatively 
easy one. We have but to preserve her health and develop 
her capacity for fodder and feed to the greatest extent. 
The importance of accustoming a heifer at an early age to 
making use of large quantities of leguminous roughage, 
supplemented by a little grain, cannot be overestimated. 
By so doing her ability to consume great quantities of 
food material at maturity is increased to the utmost, and 
her chance of becoming a large producer will be much 
better than if she had been stuffed with milk and grain 
until her first calving. A cow capable of producing 80 or 
90 pounds of milk daily must carry a well developed 
paunch and be an indiscriminate and greedy feeder will- 
ing to clean up readily, and make good use of, anything and 
everything placed before her, and on top of that dispose 
of her grain ration. 

Possibly a sketch of the methods employed at Auray 
Farms may be of interest, if only for comparison. They

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an exceptionally interesting study because of the 

intricacies involved in the production of this type of 
animal. Geo. E. Stevenson of Clark’s Summit down in Lack- 
awanna County, Pennsylvania not only finds this work 
interesting, but profitable as well, for he has developed 
a hornless Holstein herd that is famous because of its 
lack of horns, and also because of its ability to produce 
milk and butter. 

Mr. Stevenson assumes, whether rightly or wrongly 
we will not attempt to say, that the records of his 
herd, demonstrate that polled Holsteins are equal, 
if not superior, to their horned sisters. He has a 
herd, now nearly seventy in number, that was assem- 
bled in 1912 with a nucleus of about thirty animals. 
This herd Mr. Stevenson states has from the begin- 
ning produced an average of 75 per cent polled or 
naturally hornless calves, even when bred from 
horned sires or dams. One female in particular, 
Cornucopia Plum Johanna, who has produced five 
calves in all, four females and one male, carries the 
polled trait so strongly that every calf is naturally 
hornless. Likewise all the calves from the Steven- 
son herd bull, Napol Sir Pietje, are hornless, although 
he has been mated at times with horned dams. Mr. 
Stevenson has proven to his own satisfaction that 
the polled trait is dominant over the horned trait 
entirely so in some animals and always partly so. 
He believes that by using polled sires on horned cows 
horns will entirely disappear in a few generations 
and states that this would be a more humane meth- 
od of dehorning than caustic, clippers or the saw. 

The hornless trait in MHolstein-Friesians has long 
been recognized as legitimate, action having been taken in 
March, 1887, regarding this. Polled or hornless black 
and white cattle were exhibited at the government exhibi- 
tion at Amsterdam in Holland in 1886. Mr. Stevenson was 
the first person in the United States who made it a prac- 
tice to gather up the polled specimens of the Holstein 
breed and mate them together, As previously stated, he 
has been doing this for séveral years, and now has a very 
fine herd containing a large percentage of polled cattle. 


The most noted member of the Stevenson herd is the 
one whose photograph appears on the front cover of this 
week’s World, Keystone Beauty Plum Johanna. She ap- 
pears in Volume 26 of the Year Book as the youngest cow 
to have made 1108.88 lbs. of butter in 365 days. She also 
appears as the 22d cow on the breed’s list of.twenty-five 
best cows. This record was made at 3 years 3 months and 
23 days and she owns also the following A. R. O. records:

She is the only dam 
and two daughters of any breed to have 365-day records 
all above 840 lbs. of fat and to average 21548.9 of milk and 
1073 of butter. One of these daughters is Keystone Beauty 
Plum Johanna mentioned above and the other is Keystone 
Plum Johanna who at 5 years 1 month and 27 days has 
the following A. R‘ O. record:

Mr. PO sei informs us of-.an interesting fact gained 
from a perusal of Volume 26 of the Blue Book.. He finds 
that 33 cows are listed as producing more than 840 pounds 
of fat in a year. If these 33 cows are arranged in the 
order of the percentage of fat for the year, only six are 
found whose percentages exceed that of Cornucopia Plum 
Johanna, only eight whose fat per cent exceeds that of 
Keystone Beauty Plum Johanna and only eight whose fat 
percentage exceeds the average fat percentage of Cornu- 
copia Plum Johanna and her three daughters. 

He finds also that no other herd of cattle in the world 
from which only ten animals have completed a year’s test, 
can show any such enormous yield at the ten animals 
listed in the following table from the Stevenson herd.

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Forage Crops for New York 


PROF. H. H. WING—Cornell University. 


Mr. Chairman, Gentlemen of the two 
Associations: When Mr. Dana asked 
me to address your joint meeting, on 
this subject, I could not very well re- 
fuse, but I think that Mr. Dana knew 
as well as I know myself that this is 
a subject on which I am not particular- 
ly well prepared to speak. Unfortu- 
nately, for some years past I have been 
“trying to keep up with Lizzie” in re- 
spect to all these championships for 
cows, that are being broken, and I 
have not looked very far beyond a cow 
for some time. I tried to save myself 
as far as possible by getting one of our 
other professors who has to do more 
particularly with the cultivation of 
crops, to help me out and he promised 
to do so but unfortunately has been 
obliged to remain at home. So, I warn 
you in advance that I have nothing 
from the cultural standpoint probably 
that most of you do not krmew quite 
as well as I do myself. But it may 
not be out of place for us to go over 
some ground that has been reasonably 
well trodden already and pick up 
something in the way of suggestion or 
otherwise that may be of use to us. 

I think it is fair to assume that any 
farm business will depend for its ulti- 
mate success upon the use that is 
made of the land. The man who gets 
the most out of his land in the way 
of products useful to man and animals, 
is the man who is ultimately going to 
have the best success. He should get 
good return for his feed and he must 
have good animals and all that; but 
for the man who is slipshod in his 
methods of farming, who does not cul- 
tivate his land to the very greatest 
extent possible and who does not keep 
it in a good state of fertility; it does 
not make much difference whether he 
has a high record cow, a sheep that 
will clip a large quantity of wool, or 
anything else, he is not as successful 
as he might be. 

So, I say at the beginning of this 
paper that it is well for us to look over 
the ground and determine whether we 
are doing the best that can be done 
and to determine where we can do 
something to improve the production 
of food that shall be useful to animals. 

By way of preface I. want to call 
your attention to one of the import- 
ant forages that apparently is largely 
overlooked. Do any of you know of 
any better forage plant, do any of 
you know of any better food for domes- 
tic animals, than fresh pasture grass? 
If you.do, we would like to hear about 
it in the discussion afterward. All 
the information we have points to the 
fact that there is no single food from 
which we get greater efficiency in re- 
turn of any animal product, than from 
fresh pasture grass. I don’t think it 
is a very rash statement to say that 
the pastures of New York State are in 
the main neglected. I think that it 
would be a perfectly easy proposition 
for the farmers of New York State to 
double the production of this fresh 
pasture grass; I am not sure that 
it would be difficult to treble the 
quantity of it. Is there any one thing 
that is more likely to furnish attrac- 
tive returns, than attention to our 
pastures. A large part of the area of 
the State of New York is suitable for 





little else. The climate in the main 
is favorable to the growth of grass. 
Grass is one of the natural crops of 
the State of New York. It is very true 
that under our modern systems of 
production, particularly in dairy pro- 
duction, we cannot depend upon past- 
ures for the whole season. We know 
that from the middle of July to the 
middle of September, our pastures are 
likely to be short and bare. We don’t 
get sufficient rainfall most seasons to 
encourage the growth of grass, and the 
temperature is too high, but that does 
not warrant us in neglecting to provide 
all the grass that we can at seasons 
when it may be provided. I have put 
down here three or four things that it 
seems to me might result in this doub- 
ling or otherwise increasing the 
amount of grass that might readily be 
produced. 

First, and and probably most import- 
ant is to prevent too close cropping. 
Now, the tendency of course is strong 
and in many cases perhaps it is not 
easy to get around it. We have an 
abundant supply of grass in May and 
June and part of July. We stock up 
and then we expect the same area to 
go ahead and handle the same num- 
ber of animals right straight through. 
That cannot be done. It means, then, 
that we must take out as soon as the 
pastures fail such a number of the 
animals as will prevent too close gnaw- 
ing. That means, of course, a soiling 
system, or something to take its place. 

Second, many pastures fail because 
of lack of a little attention here and 
there in spots that begin to show need 
of re-seeding. A few dollars worth of 
seed sprinkled around jin the spring of 
the year here and there is all that is 
necessary in many cases to have a use- 
ful plant taking the place of one not 
useful, or of a weed. 

Third, a few hours with a shovel, 
just a little attempt in systematic 
drainage to get rid of surface water, 
will often change an acre of wet land 


producing practically nothing into use-’ 


ful pasturage. A little aid in drainage. 
I am not urging the systematic, thor- 
ough drainage of many areas which 
would turn unprofitable land into good 
pasture, but merely helping out here 
and there. 

Fourth, another aid to increase the 
pasture area is this. We go through 
the State and we find a large area 
used for pasturage and from 20% to 
25% of that area is occupied by 
woody plants, four, six or eight feet 
high,—brush, that the farmer thinks 
it is not worth while to cut and he 
does not attempt to make an estimate 
of the ground covered. All it needs 
is to cut them down, and it can be 
done in many cases in the time spent 
by the owner or his hired man in the 
country store or in some other such 
resort. — 

Lastly, we can increase the available 
supply of grass by the use of fertilizer 
Now, just how far we need go in 
this respect will depend of course up- 
on circumstances and to a certain ex- 
tent upon the amount of investment 
we want to make but here again, as 
in the case of draining, I am not ad- 
vocating necessarily the thorough fer- 
tilizing of our pasture areas, but help- 





ing them out a little. Take some 
poor knolls that do not produce much 
grass, a small load of strawy manure 
or commercial fertilizer will change 
the whole character of the foliage. 

People come to me from time to 
time and ask me what to do to get 
rid of wild carrot or devil’s paint 
brush. I say: put a little manure on 
it. They are astonished. That is the 
way. Nearly all of the woody plants, 
particularly those that infest our 
pastures, nearly all plants that occupy 
land that would otherwise be occupied 
by grass, don’t occupy that land be- 
cause they crowd out the grass, but 
they occupy such land because the 
grass wont any longer grow and they 
will. A little help in the way of 
drainage, a little more seed, a little 
more fertility, will change the whoie 
character, from weeds to useful 
plants. 

Probably some of you will say that 
you are doing all you can, that they 
cannot afford to do anything better. 
All right. The purpose of my standing 
up here is to suggest some things that 
possibly some of you might do; wheth- 
er any of you will ever do them or 
not, that is quite another thing and it 
is not a thing that I am particularly 
concerned with at the present time. 
My duty I assume to be done when 
the suggestion has been made, it is 
somebody’s else duty to carry it out 
if it is a useful one. 

So much then for the increase of 
one of our great natural sources of for- 
age. Now let us give our attention 
to some of the other kinds of forage, 
forage that we know perhaps through 
the direct methods of cultivation. We 


“utilize forage of this sort in three dif- 


ferent ways: We grow it and then 
cut it and cure it; we put it into the 
silo; or we feed it green directly from 
the place where grown to the animals 
at the time. And if, as I say, we are 
to utilize our natural resources in 
respect to pasture, we must also utilize 
these other forms of forage to an equal 
degree so that they may supplement 


the pasture and provide food at a time 


when we cannot have the pasture, 
which is during the whole winter sea- 
son, of course, and, unfortunately, 
during too long a period at other sea- 
sons of the year. 

What kinds of forage then ought we 
grow? What kinds are available for 
growth and what are the advantages 
and disadvantages of some of the 
most important of these? When we 
first began to give attention to the 
cultivation of that. very useful plant 
alfalfa, a good deal was said with 
respect to the advantages of it, that it 
helped in the supply of what was call- 
ed the home grown protein. The ad- 
vantages of providing as large as pos- 
sible production of the ‘necessary pro- 
tein by growth on the farm was held 
up to us, and it was an entirely prop- 
er and logical thing to do. At that 
time the purchase of protein was ex- 
pensive, or foods comparatively rich 
in protein were relatively expensive 
upon the market. Since that time, 
however, market conditions have very 
largely changed, as you know, and at 
the present time if we are going to 
purchase food at all to supplement 
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what is grown upon the farm—and 
under eastern conditions I suppose we 
can assume that it is useful for a 
farmer to purchase more or less food 
on the market—it is a matter of com- 
parative indifference as to whether we 
purchase high protein foods or not. 
I have before me wholesale quatations 
on eight of our more common commer- 
cial feeds that are used by farmers 
in dairy sections, and other sections 
as well, and I find that these quota- 
tions vary from $24 to $39.50 per ton. 
That is a wide range of variation, 
amounting to 50% or more. But 
the range in variation is not in pro- 
portion to the protein content, because 
bran is the cheapest and that while 
not really a high protein food, at any 
rate contains a considerable amount 
of protein; and gluten is next, and 
that is one of our high protein foods; 
and right next to that ground mid- 
dlings, one of the low protein foods; 
next to this, hominy; and then, dried 
distillers’ grains at $32. There are 
two high protein foods, oil meal and 
cotton seed meal, distinctly higher in 
price than the others but this is not 
primarily because of their protein con- 
tent but because of other character- 
istics they have. So if we restrict 
our choice to bran, hominy and distil- 
lers’ grains, we can buy high or low 
protein food at approximately the 
same price. 


Now, I still think it is an advantage 
to provide as much protein as possi- 
ble on the farm and of course our 
two main crops for doing this are al- 
falfa and clover, not wholly because of 
the protein supplied but because the 
protein we secure in this way is large- 
ly secured from the atmosphere and is 
something conserved to the soil and 
to the supply of food required that 
would otherwise escape us. But if 
we are going to grow the greatest 
amount, if we are going to grow for- 
age, it seems to me that the composi- 
tion is of minor importance; not of 
no importance, but of minor import- 
ance, and I should put the character- 
istics that we would look for in grow- 
ing a forage crop, something like this: 
Palatability, something the animal will 
eat and eat it as though it likes it; 
the labor cost of production, the labor 
required for cultivation;. the adapta- 
bility to the soil and climate; and then 
I should take into consideration the 
yield, the amount of the crop. These 
four factors should, it seems to me, 
govern the choice of forage plant or 
forage crop, before we consider mater- 
ially the composition or whether it is 
rich or poor in protein. 


Our list of available forage plants, 
taking into consideration these vari- 
ous charactefistics, is not large. 
Travel, research and investigation has 
been great in the last quarter of a 
century on the part of the government, 
on the part of seedsmen and in various 
ways to add to our list of available 
forage plants. This has not been:pro- 
ductive of very great results. The 
forage plants that we usually grow 
are in the main plants that are well 
known and whose characteristics, 
adaptability and composition we know 
quite a good deal about. It is not 
worth while for me to attempt to 
go into any very elaborate or detailed 
description of them; but it might 
perhaps afford us some useful sug- 
gestions if some of the more common 
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features, advantages and disadvant- 
ages with respect to them, are touch- 
ed upon. I am not going to attempt 
to take these up in order of import- 
ance. 


There is one member of the grass 
family that stands pre-eminent in this 


‘country. Itis timothy. I suppose that 


if the statement were made that it was 
the most important to the strictly 
grass family, not very many would at- 
tempt to contradict it. So far as the 
cultivation and production of timothy 
is concerned, it will rank well with 
any other plant in the return that it 
will give to the cultivator. Still I 
feel free to make the statement that 
timothy has little place in the ration 
for domestic animals upon the modern 
farm. It is however one of the most 
useful of the grasses and if you want 
to grow timothy, I would not discour- 
age anyone from growing it. But, if 
you want to grow timothy, the best 
thing you can do is to sell it as soon 
as possible after you have got it grown 
and as the hay dealer will take it. 
The chief reasons for this are proba- 
bly well known to all of you. It lacks 
in palatability for all domestic ani- 
mals, except possibly the horse and 
we can provide for our horses other- 
wise than that. It lacks in digesti- 
bility and it lacks in composition; 
and because for use for horses at 
hard work in cities, its commercial 
price is so far in excess of its feed- 
ing value to the ordinary farmer. So 
we may cut it out from the list of our 
available forage plants for farm use. 

I am wondering what would have 
happened on the continent of North 
America if when Columbus discovered 
it he had not found upon itaplant that 
is more useful, to mankind, all things 
considered, than any other plant, and 
that is Indian corn. What would we 
do in North America if we were com- 
pelled to get along without this plant? 
Now we are outside the corn belt, but 
even though we are here in New York, 
New England and Pennsylvania, where 
the soil and the climate are not the 
best adapted to its growth, it still will 
rank as our most useful forage crop 
for farm use and for domestic use. 

Now why is this? Why do we put 
corn and timothy in exactly different 
classes when they are quite similar in 
composition? Because, on the one 
hand timothy is unpalatable and in- 
digestible and on the other hand the 
corn plant, all parts of it, are extreme- 
ly palatable and fairly easily digesti- 
ble. These two facts practically make 
the difference between these two im- 
portant plants. 

I see before me a good many men 
whom I used to see before me when 
I first began to speak upon subjects 
connected with the feeding of animals, 
and I remember very well attending 
a farmers’ institute when we discussed 
balanced rations. At that time bal- 
anced rations was the one thing we 
ever did say anything about. All our 
talk about balanced rations was how 
to get enough protein and not feed too 
much corn. We used to talk about 
corn and how it was lacking in protein. 
Fortunately, of course, we have got 
this additional supply. of protein from 
other sources. Today the man who 
grows the most corn at the least cost 
on the least area is the man who will 
go farthest toward solving the problem 
of economical animal production. Then 





one other feature, one other charact- 
eristic of the corn plant that you all 
know greatly increases its usefulness 
and adaptability, is the fact that it is 
preeminently a plant that is suitable 
to be preserved in the green state in 
the silo. No other can equal it. When 
we speak of silage, we mean corn gi]. 
age. Did any of you ever hear the 
term silage, that you did not jp. 
stinctively think of corn silage? Corn 
is preeminently a silage plant. 


The leguminous forage crops will 
probably rank well up with corn in 
some respects, and the leguminous 
forage crops that are chiefly valuable 
to us are of course alfalfa and clover. 
These plants have the advantage | 
have already spoken of of having a 
high protein content: and of getting a 
large part of it from the atmosphere 
rather than from the soil. So the 
careful cultivator who produces as 
much as possible of alfalfa or clover, 
or both, is helping to solve his food 
problem to a very appreciable ex- 
tent. Unfortunately, the alfalfa makes 
rather higher demands upon skill in 
cultivation; it is not. so easily culti- 
vated although the actual labor is not 
great, and it is somewhat difficult to 
preserve, depending very largely upon 
climatic conditions to make it into 
hay and is not so easily cured in the 
silo as some other plants. It does 
have, however, a very distinct ad- 
vantage as an element of the ration, 
of being palatable and digestible and 
of greatly stimulating the flow of milk. 
Fortunately, the attention that has 
been given to the culture of alfalfa, 
has done a good deal to solve the 
difficulties of its production and we 
are finding constantly increasing areas 
devoted successfully to this useful 
plant. 


With respect to clover, we notice 
perhaps that conditions are somewhat 
different at the present time. Former- 
ly the ordinary farmer did not consid- 
er it a difficult matter to produce 
clover, but insect ravages and some 
diseases and various conditions of 
the soil, aided by unfavorable condi- 
tions of climate; have rendered it more 
difficult to raise clover. Perhaps it has 
been a matter of indifference in some 
cases that our clover catches have 
been failing noticeably, but with the 
attention that has been given to cult- 
ure, particularly the attention that 
has been given lately to the study of 
soils and their needs and more partic- 
ularly with respect to the relation of 
lime to production, for leguminous 
plants, we are coming back again up- 
on the clover question and I look con- 
fidently to see the area of clover in- 
crease rapidly. 


Now, that is not a long list is it? 
Corn, alfalfa, clover, grass, but I think 
when all is said and done if you at- 
tempt to take a census as I have at- 
tempted to do it, and I am not quoting 
statistics at all, but I should be rather 
surprised if these four plants do not 
furnish somewhere in the neighbor- 
hood of 90% of the coarse forage used 
by farm animals in the State of New 
York at the present time, and I see 
comparatively little tendency toward 
very much of a change. We are look- 
ing for new things of course and the 
search for new things is desirable, is 
legitimate, should be encouraged but 
it should not make us forget that we 
have these three or four or five plants 











to rely upon, and our search for some- 
thing new should not allow us to neg- 
lect any one of them at any time. 

I suppose that many people think 
of the question of the production of 
forage plants from the standpoint of 
soiling, or some sort of a soiling sys- 
tem; and there is no doubt in my mind 
but what we shall depend more and 
more for the forage for our domestic 
animals upon food that is grown and 
carried to them, notwithstanding what 
I said a few moments ago with re- 
spect to pastures. Even where land 
is fairly abundant, if we are going to 
make our animals thrive the whole 
year through, we must keep more an- 
imals on our farm than we can pasture 
profitably and comfortably through the 
last half of July, and the months of 
August, September and October. That 
means that we are going to have an 
abundant supply of succulent, nutriti- 
ous food, particularly for July and Au- 
gust, to care for the animals at this 
season of the year, and that food must 
be grown by some method of culture. 
The question of soiling our land is 
one of the first things you know that 
marked the development of modern 
agriculture. It has been practic2d for 
a long time but by a very small major- 
ity. The time is coming now, it seems 
to me, when we shall depend more and 
more upon soiling crops. Most of us 
are doing it now. I do not need to dis- 
cuss this question of soiling any furth- 
er than to give an outline of it. One of 
the mistakes, one of the things it 
seems to me that has prevented the 
more rapid growth of soiling, has been 
the fact that all who have attempted 
it, all those who have att2mpted to 
write upon or discuss the subject have 
assumed that if you soil for animals 
you must provide a constant succes- 
sion of green crops from early spring 
until late in the fall. In providing 
a succession, the silo it se2ms to me 
provides the most practical develop- 
ment of the soiling system, and if I 
were asked. to outline what ‘o my 
mind is ideal in this respect, I should 
say something like this: that 1 should 
grow only such crops as are desirable 
from the standpoint of characteristics 
I have already described, that were 
palatable, that made large vields, that 
were comparatively easy to grow. I 
would plant them in such a way as 
to get the best development, I would 
feed them green so long as in good 
shape and then preserve the remaind- 
er of the crop in the silo. In other 
words, instead of attempting to pro- 
vide a complete succession of green 
crops during the whole season, I would 
provide as good a supply as possible 
of the best crops at the season when 
they normally develop, and then fill 
in the intervening periods py relying 
upon silage, either corn silaze or the 
surplus of other crops. 

In addition to our clover, alfalfa and 
corn I should add one oth*r crop or 
combination of crops, that is oats and 
peas or oats, peas and barley. ‘The 
culture is easy, as easy as any. ‘he 
yield is fairly satisfactory. The com- 
position and palatability are all that 
may be desired. The length of time 
that they remain in good feeding con- 
dition is comparatively short, but what 
remained after the best feeding con- 
dition was passed, might be preserved 
in the silo. 

Lastly, I have just one other crop to 
call attention to and that is roots. I 
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made the statement at the beginning 
that so far as we know, there was no 
fodder material that gave a higher 
degree of efficiency in respect to pro- 
duction than fresh pasture grass. The 
thing that rivals it are roots, particu- 
larly beets, to a certain extent the 
turnip, but preeminently the mangel. 
Here again our investigation in so 
far 18 composition is concerned does 
not give us very reliable figures per- 
haps, but in other words we get from 
the use of roots a return in produc- 
tion that we cannot explain from the 
standpoint of the dry matter that they 
contain. They are extremely efficient. 
The people who are feeding roots and 
getting these high records no not need 
me to speak about this. No man who 
had had any experience in attempt- 
ing to make a cow produce all she will 
would think he could do it at all if 
he did not rely mostly upon roots. 
Now of course roots are rather ex- 
pensive to produce, but here again we 
find as happens in many other cases of 
human endeavor, that when you have 
got to do it you will find a means of 
doing it. So I would plead for a larger 


production of roots, from the stand- 
point of their economical use in dairy 
production. 

I said lastly a minute ago, but I 
have forgotten, there are one or two 
I suppose most of you 


other things. 
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if any of you are looking for anything 
to add to your forage plants, to experi- 
ment with. 

Then there is millet. Millet is one 
of our old plants, one of our first culti- 
vated plants. Millet is valuable to a 
certain extent but after all its uséful- 
ness is somewhat limited. In the first 
place it is not a very palatable product. 
If it is fed green animals will eat it 
fairly well and if made into hay it 
makes a fair quality of; hay. It is 
something in the timothy class of hay 
after all. It starts rather slow, re- 
quires pretty good soil and particular- 
ly a fine state of cultivation to do 
very much with it. It is useful as a 
catch crop it seems to me in very 
many cases, particularly when the 
spring starts out rather dry; you 
have some land and there comes along 
a little rain, you can turn it over quick- 
ly and save the day. It will produce 
a supply of forage too, but as a regular 
farm supply of forage although it has 
been fostered for 40 or 50 years, it 
never has you know got a good firm 
foothold. Then there is a fancy from 
time to time to introduce some of the 
coarser grasses, including the John- 
son Grass . 

Among the leguminous plants we 
have vetch, crimson clover and sweet 
clover. There is not so much diffi- 
culty in the growth of these plants. 
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had an idea when you saw the title of 
this lecture that it would have to do 
very largely with new things. You 
have probably been disappointed in 
the fact that it has had to do with 
things pretty well known, but there 
are other forage plants. I want to 
mention a few of them. Some of them 
are comparatively new and some of 
them are not. Among the minor for- 
age plants we may mention, first 
sorghum. Now, sorghum of course is 
similar to corn in many character- 
istics. The composition is similar. 
It carries a little more sugar per- 
haps than corn and a little more 
fibre to the stalk. But there are 
very many localities where we can 
cultivate sorghum to compete with 
corn. I do not believe there are 
many places whereit would excel corn. 
It can be started later in the year than 
corn. It can be planted up to the mid- 
dle of June, and can be sown broad- 
cast and will come up quickly and will 
make a good yield of a fairly satisfac- 
tory forage. I have noticed in the 
last four or five years in the northern 
part of Tompkins and Seneca Counties 
there are increased areas of sorghum 
raised for forage. It is worth while 


They can be fairly well depended up- 
on, but the trouble is that while they 
are leguminous plants and high in pro- 
tein they are not palatable, particular- 
ly the sweet clover. 

I thank you very much for your 
patience in listening to what I have 
had to say upon these old subjects. 

(Applause.) 

Chairman—Now, the best way to get 
instruction from a subject of this 
sort is by discussion, and I wish those 
of you who have questions to ask 
would be perfectly free to ask them. 

Mr. Ross—There is one thing I 
would like to ask about,—Sudan grass. 
Will the Professor give us a little out- 
line of his experience with it? 

Prof. Wing—Personally, I don’t 
know anything about Sudan grass. I 
should put it in the same class with 
Johnson grass. 

Mr. Burton—Would cabbage have a 
place? 

Prof. Wing—yYes, cabbage would 
have a large place, but I did not in- 
clude cabbage in what I had to say be- 
cause cabbage is a commercial crop 
over a large part of New York State.

There is no surer way to knowledge than along the 
hard road of experience, but there is no safer nor cheaper 
way to travel that road than by proxy, which is to say 
by the experience of others. A study of the methods 
and experiences of others affords the closest approach that 
one can make without going through these experiences, 
to securing the valuable lessons that they teach. And 
these methods come out and these experiences are told 
in a way that all can understand at meetings of those 
doing business along the lines in which a person is en- 
gaged. 

All of which leads up in a more or less disjointed way 
to our subject—The Breeder’s Club and its value to the 
Breeder. It is a broad subject for there are so many ways 
in which such a club can be of use to a member that a 
mere enumeration of them would exhaust the confines of 
this page, to say nothing by way of elaboration upon each 
one. Everybody knows and concedes their value. It is 
easy to see, especially if one has attended such meetings, 
in what ways they can help. Everybody can see that 
they do an immense amount of good, through the ex- 
change of ideas that go .on at these gatherings. Even 
their social value is recognized in the relief they give 
from the monotony of routine duties and the freedom to 
discuss some “pet hobby.” But their value in real hard 
cash, although harder to realize, is too, a very tangible 
and real thing. 

It is by the promulgation of suggestions that aid in 
saving valuable animals and in the exposition of ways 
that help us to cut down feeding and maintenance costs 
that the breeders clubs and their meetings reach the 
pocketbook. Thousands of suggestions that have resulted 
in saving money have been brought out in gatherings of 
men with common interests and a desire to learn more 
about their particular business. For some who carried 
back to their farms some concrete idea or some chance 
suggestion, such a meeting has meant the introduction of 
methods resulting in the saving of many dollars. For 
others these gatherings have been the inspiration that 
started a successful growing business and assured financial 
independence. For a few it has meant roseate prospects 
where failure stared them in the face before. Not one of 
these men begrudges the time spent, because each has 
seen in a very real way the value of. breeders clubs in 
hard cash. ; 

But that is not all,—the value of organization is illus- 
trated in no better way than when efforts are put forth 
to secure some favorable piece of legislation or resolu- 
tions are put out asking for an appropriation, legislative 
aid er some reform, Then the value of membership is 
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surely apparent. Let a resolution put forth by a large 
and influential breeders club make its appearance before 
some legislative body or some individual in power and its 
weight is felt, especially if the membership list be of im- 
posing size and influential caliber,—organizations spells 
SUCCESS here. 

It is the duty of every breeder of Holsteins to belong 
to the breeders association of his vicinity. It’s his duty 
to affiliate himself to the Breeders Association of his 
state. It behooves him to become a member of the Nation- 
al Breeders Association,—the Holstein Breeders Associa- 
tion of America. This is the largest and most influential 
body of its kind in the world and an association every 
breeder should be proud to belong to and one that brings 
to its breeders each year many times the value of the 
dollars they expend to join it. 

Be a booster for the breeders associations. Get ac- 
quainted with the secretaries and the officers. They are 
good men to know. Give that dollar or two they ask for 
dues, it will all come back a hundred fold and it surely 
is a step in the right direction,—such a step as we all want 
to take. Co-operation and organization spell success in 
breeding Holsteins as in anything else.

COL BEETS 
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Inoculation for Legumes. 


Success or failure in growing leg- 
ume crops as alfalfa, red clover and 
field peas may depend largely upon 
whether or not the land is properly 
inoculated with nodule producing bac- 
teria. Land that has previously grown 
a legume crop may or may not be 
inoculated for that crop. Artificial 
inoculation, however, is desirable 
when the grower is in doubt as to 
the necessity of inoculation. 


Professor E. G. Schafer states that 
a number of reports have just~- been 
received from parties who obtained 
pure culture for inoculation from the 
Division of Farm Crops of the State 
Agricultural Experiment Station for 
last year’s seeding. These reports 
show that artificial inoculation has 
been a decided benefit in many in- 
stances. One grower of red clover 
says “the crop on the inoculated part 
of the field was much stronger and 
greener and about twice as heavy; 
the portion of the field not inoculated 
was yellow and poor.” A grower of 
alfalfa says, “it seemed to grow much 
faster in the inoculated field.” A 
grower of field peas who declared 
that the inoculation was a benefit says 
that “he expects to have 100 acres in 
peas in 1916” and expects to have all 
of them inoculated. 


In some cases the nodule bacteria 
may be carried by the seed when 
planted and inoculation finally accom- 
plished; in other cases wind or water 
may carry the bacteria with soil par- 
ticles. Artificial inoculation may be 
effected by using soil from an old 
field known to be properly inoculated, 
or by using pure culture prepared in 
the laboratory. In view of the results 
that have been obtained by inocula- 
tion it should become a more general 
practice among farmers seeding leg- 
ume crops.—Experiment Station, Pull- 
man, Washington.

hopeless to breed them. They were 
high class Guernsey cattle and I think 
one or two of them imported animals 
and had cost the owner a great deal 
of money. Yet, they were absolutely 
condemned because of retained after- 
birth, which a great many think is a 
matter of no consequence. 

The formal paper which I present- 
ed last year was printed in your pro- 
ceedings and I presume that at least 
a portion of you have read or heard 
it at the time that it was presented 
last year. 

I thank you for your attention. 

(Applause.) 

Mr. Dana: 

Dr. Williams, I have been out of the 
room part of the time, but is it a fact 
that we have very inadequate knowl- 
edge of this disease from a scientific 
standpoint? 

Dr. Williams: 

I would say that is true. It has not 
received the attention which it should 
have had. It has been only within ten 
or twenty years that any investiga- 
tions worthy of mention have been 
made and they are still very, very few. 
There are only a few investigators 
who are giving any attention what- 
ever to the subject. 

Mr. Hinchey: 

I have a cow which aborted. Test 
was made of a sample of blood from 
her. They wanted a sample of blood 
from another cow which had not abort- 
ed and a sample was obtained from 
two or three others. Report on these 
samples showed they all reacted. 

Dr. Williams: 

I failed to state that the blood from 
a great many cows wiil react to this 
test, which do not abort and which 
show no irregularity:in breeding. The 
test can only show the presence or 
recent presence in the system of the 
animal of the Bang abortion organism. 
It does not show that it is doing any 
harm. I wish you could all get the 
difference between the presence of an 
infection and the presence of disease, 
or disaster. In tuberculosis, for in- 
stance, we can get a reaction to the 
tuberculin test in an animal which is 
not sick at all. It may be that some- 
where in the body is a tubercular 
lesion, the size of a pea, giving off 
poison enough to bring about the 


reaction but the animal in the ordi- 
hary sense of the word is perfectly 
healthy. That is true with glanders. 
A great many animals infected with 
glanders are doing perfectly good 
work. Nevertheless, they have the 
infection of glanders. 

Mr. George A. Smith: 

You made a statement that in the 
feeding of heated milk you lost a 
great many calves. I was interested 
in that, because since 1900 we have 
fed our calves on pasteurized milk 
heated to 185 degrees. We have never 
had any trouble in feeding this milk. 

Dr. Williams: 

Do I understand they have no raw 
milk? 

Mr. Smith: 

They have raw milk from the cow 
their first meal. They are taken away 
very soon after that and are fed 
pasteurized milk. 

Dr. Williams: 

That is an entirely different thing. 
I was speaking of catching the calf 
and‘ never allowing it any raw milk 
whatever. If you give it raw milk for 
awhile, then you can feed pasteurized 
milk with impunity. But when you 
give them the first few meals of raw 
milk, you have already incurred a risk 
of disease. 

Mr. W. E. Dana: 

The matter of abortion is very vital 
to the dairy and breeding interests of 
the State of New York and as the 
doctor has said, we do not know a 
lot about it. Therefore, I am asking 
unanimous consent to present a reso- 
lution on that subject to this body. 

Hearing no objection, I offer the 
following resolution: 

Whereas, Contagious abortion 
causes great financial loss to the 
breeding and dairy interests of the 
State of New York, and 

Whereas, Our knowledge of the dis- 
ease is very inadequate and there is 
great need of scientific investigation 
of this disease, therefore 

Resolved, By the New York State 
Breeders’ and the New York State 
Dairymen’s Associations, that we 
earnestly ask the Legislature to make 
adequate appropriation for proper in- 
vestigation. 

Note.—This resolution was unani- 
mously adopted.

have been: fairly successful, I can 
vouch for the facts and figures, and 
the conclusions are the result of 
practical experience. In addition to 
alfalfa or clover hay, which is kept 
constantly before calves after they 
are a month old, we commence feed- 
ing at about eight or nine months a 
little good ensilage, gradually increas- 
ing the quantity, but seldom feeding 
more than nine or ten pounds before 
calving, and allowing all the-hay the 
heifer will clean up. In addition she 


receives a small amount, which is 
licked up readily, of the following 
grain mixture: 200 lbs. wheat bran, 
200 Ibs. crushed oats, 100 lbs. cracked 





corn and 100 lbs. linseed oil meal, to 
which mixture has been added a pro- 
portion of salt and charcoal. Cases 
of scouring retard development and 
must be taken in hand and checked 
at once. I have heard of and seen 
tried, many so-called remedies for 
scours—they range in variety and 
originality from cob-webs and soot, 
to raw eggs and vinegar. However, 
we have had excellent success with 
castor oil, followed by doses every 
few hours of two or three 30 grain 
Sulphocarbolate tablets, and I can 
recommend that treatment-as being 
harmless and generally effective. I 
believe that more good cows are lost, 





stunted and ruined by scours in calyes 
than in any other one way. 


We endeavor to avoid a beefy ten- 
dency in heifers and to that end 
to breed them at from 15 to 20 months 
if they are well grown, rather than 
allow them to overdevelop, and calve 
for the first time at nearly three 
years, I believe that the sooner a 
heifer exercises her natural functions 
and gets to milking the better—ghe 
may be allowed to grow between her 
first and second calves. As calving 
time approaches, no matter what sea- 
son of the year, every care is given the 
heifer. Two weeks before parturition 
she is put in a thoroughly clean and 
disinfected box stall in the maternity 
barn, grain and ensilage are with- 
held, and beets or beet pulp with 
bran given instead, in addition to all 
the hay she wants. At calving time 
someone is almost always on hand to 
render help whether it is actually 
required or not—this saves vitality. 
After the calf has sucked once and 
been removed, the heifer is cleaned 
up and disinfected thoroughly, given 
all the warmed water she wants, and 
then left entirely to herself, with a 
little hay where she can reach it, 
but no other feed. The following day 
she gets bran and oats mashes and 
also the day after—then if she is 
coming around and doing well a light 
grain and ensilage ration, with beets 
and plenty of hay is fed, and gradu- 
ally increased as condition and the 
milk flow improves. Udder trouble 
is greatly to be feared with first calf 
heifers and it is well to keep the 
parts well greased and take no un- 
necessary chances—light, bulky feeds 
should be used, and gluten feed, cot- 
ton seed meal, etc., omitted entirely, 
for a considerable time at least. Two 
year old heifer seldom if ever have 
milk fever. 

Our first calf heifers are milked 
three times daily for six to eight 
weeks and then dropped to two milk- 
ings—they are encouraged to milk 
right up until the time of their second 
calving if possible, in order to estab- 
lish a tendency for persistence. They 
are bred for the second time whenever 
they are ready, after three months 
have elapsed, for it has been our ex- 
perience that it is just as well to 
breed a young thing when she is 
ready, instead of trying to carry her 
along for one reason or another until 
you, or someone else, or the bull is 
ready. Sometimes it happens when 
they are held over, that they are apt 
to forget that their most important 
function is reproduction—which as 
you all know is exasperating to say 
the least. So we do our best to de- 
velop regular breeders as well as per- 
sistent milkers. 

In the case of older and mature 
cows we figure to give them at least 
six weeks complete rest before calv- 
ing, during most of which time they 
are grain fed; and prior to that a 
period of equal length on hay and en- 
silage and beets, but without any 
grain at all. This is done to clear 
the system thoroughly of all stimulat- 
ing food material, tone up the diges- 
tive tract, and better fit them to rel- 
ish and make good use of a liberal 
grain ration when fresh. Sometimes 
it is well nigh impossible to induce 
a persistent milker to go completely 
dry, as everything fed seems to go 








right to milk, if nothing but corn ‘fod- 
der and ensilage—in such a case one 
must perforce do the best one can. 
Be careful of the danger of an infect- 
ed udder when trying to force a cow 
dry—it’s dangerous business. Better 
perhaps to feed her well on feeds not 
calculated to stimulate milk produc- 
tion, and let nature take its course. 
A cow should calve in good condition 
—that means high in flesh but not hog 
fat; and she should have plenty of 
reserve to draw upon. To this end 
we commence feeding as soon as dry 
and three times daily, a small amount 
of the following ration, gradually in- 
creasing the allowance until she is 
receiving about all she cares to lick 
up clean; Equal parts of wheat bran, 
hominy and oil meal, supplemented by 
a small feeding of ensilage, and all 
.the hay and corn fodder wanted. 
Some fifteen days before calving en- 
silage is discontinued and beets or 
beet pulp given instead. As calving 
time approaches we find that a cow 
will naturally, and of her own accord, 
slack off on her consumption of grain, 
so her allowance is gradually de- 
creased until finally she is getting on- 
ly a little bran. Just before parturi- 
tion takes place a dose or two of 
Epsom salts (25 to 30 oz.) is given, 
and again immediately after, as it is 
most important to keep the digestive 
tract clear and the bowels loose. The 
calf is allowed to suck once after hav- 
ing been licked clean, and is then re- 
moved to an individual stall in the 
calf barn—both cow and calf do bet- 
ter apart. Calf and pen are thor- 
oughly disinfected and kept disin- 
fected—the former especially about 
the base of the naval cord, the bal- 
ance of which should be removed. 
When crude carbolic was cheap we 
bought it by the barrel, and used 
large quantities—since the war, how- 
ever, have been using Pen-Ola, which 
though more expensive, is more ccn- 
centrated and effective, and we be- 
lieve it to be a very satisfactory me- 
dium for the destruction of all di- 
sease germs. We miss the clean, pun- 
gent odor of the carbolic however. 
‘In the calf pens short straw is used 
for bedding for the first week or so, 
after .which pine shavings are em- 
ployed—straw is safer, but shavings 
dryer and more sanitary. We lost 
several valuable day or two old calves 
by bedding them on shavings, be- 
cause of fine particles being taken in 
through the nose or throat and finding 
lodgment in the wind pipe and lungs. 
Meantime the dam has been thorough- 
ly disinfected, given a douche of a 
healing and antiseptic solution, light- 
ly blanketed, given a liberal allow- 
ance of warmed water, and if all right, 
left to her own devices until the fol- 
lowing day. 
- As with the first calf heifers, we 
never attempt to feed anything for 
the first 24 hours, and then only slops 
and mashes. To avoid danger of milk 
fever cows are never milked out clean 
until after they have had their first 
feed, though in cases of actual dis- 
tress jt is sometimes necessary to re- 
move a small quantity. from each 
quarter to afford relief. The conse- 
quent distention of the udder seems 
to prevent anemia, or lack of blood in 
the brain, which is all that milk fever 
really is. Most cases of milk fever 
are brought on by the very common 
practice of “stripping out” as soon 
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as the calf has been dropped. Milk 


secretion is stimulated, there is a 
congestion of blood in the region of 
the udder, and a lack of blood at the 
brain, brought about by the impair- 
ment of the functions of the circula- 
tory system resulting from the action 
of calving, and throwing a large ex- 
cess quantity of blood back upon the 
system to be reabsorbed Nearly all 
could be avoided by refraining from 
milking, and keeping the udder fully 
distended until circulation returns to 
normal. 

As soon as conditions warrant we 
commence feeding a small amount, 
generally two pounds only at a mess, 
of whatever grain mixture has been 
decided upon, gradually increasing the 
allowance. Every individual seems to 
be a law unto herself, and some will 
pick up and do well on a quantity 
that would stagger another—the feed- 
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mixtures, is the following: 125. Ibs. 
Ajax Flakes, 100 lbs. wheat bran, 100 
Ibs. hominy, 100 Ibs. crushed oats, 100 
Ibs. linseed oil meal, 100 Ibs. cotton- 
seéd meal and 25 lbs. charcoal. This 
is an effective and fairly safe ration, 
and will be found to produce good re- 
sults, and is one which I can recom- 
ment—it may of course be varied to 
suit conditions. We also have a good 
formula for a home made condition 
mixture, a handful of which is fed to 
all stock including horses, several 
times a week: 100 Ibs. linseed oil meal, 
5 Ibs salt peter, 5 lbs. epsom salts, 
5 lbs. common salt, 4 lbs. powdered 
gentian, 4 lbs. powdered fenugreek 
and 5 lbs. powdered charcoal. Speak- 
ing of handy formulas I might men- 
tion another—a very good prescription 
for reducing swellings and bunches: 
2 drams Iodide of Potassium and 4 
drams powered Iodine, mixed with

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er must be the judge of that. Some 
cows are annoyingly particular and 
must be pampered and coaxed, while 
others will lick up readily anything 
and everything fed, and look about 
for more. If the fresh cow is to go 
on test we proceed one way, and if 
she is to go directly to the milking 
barn, another. No man can formulate 


. an ideal test ration to fit all cows 


because of individual likes and dis- 
likes; but in a general way it may be 
safely stated that the test ration 
should be narrow, i. e., rich in protein, 
figuring somewhere in the neighbor- 
hood of 1:4 for short time tests if 
cows have calved in good flesh; while 
for longer periods it should be widened 
out gradually by the addition of corn 
meal, hominy or some similar feed rich 
in carbohydrates, in order to main- 
tain body weight. The most satis- 
factory test ration we have used, and 
one forming the basis of all our test 


a base of 4 oz. of vaseline. For swol- 
len and congested udders, when the 
milk flow from all quarters is unim- 
paired, the application of a saturated 
solution of Epsom salts locally, as 
hot as the parts will stand, and by 
means of a rough towel, is an excel- 
lent practice. As a preventive for 
a threatened attack of garget, where 
any quarter seems inclined to go 
wrong, a good, stiff mercury and can- 
tharides blister to set up a counter 
irritation on the surface of the infect- 
ed part, is far safer and more effective 
than internal washing by means of 
a solution introduced through a milk 
tube. I sometimes think that the use 
of milk tubes should be prohibited 
by law, for I believe that more cows 
haye been permanently injured 
through the careless insertion of milk 
tubes and. similar appliances and in- 
struments into their teats, than have 
ever been helped by their use. Our 
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milkers have explicit instructions at 
the very first indication of trouble in 
a quarter, to slap a blister upon the 
affected part at once, and report the 
case afterward. Such treatment never 
works any harm, and often, if used 
in time, accomplishes a world of 
good. 


And now a word in conclusion upon 
a topic of vital interest to us all‘ and 
to the continued and future success 
and supremacy of our breed, and that 
is the A. R. O. record. Private records 
and testing association records are 
excellent, and far better than no rec- 
ords at all, but they merely satisfy 
the owner, and add little to the stand- 
ing and market value of a herd. A. R. 
O. records lift the whole herd above 
the ordinary, and stamp each member 
with the hall mark of quality. They 
increase the value of the young stock 
and especially the bulls, for which a 
market must be found. 


There is no great mystery in the 
handling of cows to fit them for mak- 
ing A. R. O. records. The require- 
ments for admission to Advance Reg- 
istry are extremely low, (far too low 
measured by latter day standards) 
and given good blood, which comes 
from his herd bull; good size, capacity 
and constitution which are largely 
up to him; and a selection of suitable 
feeds as outlined above, any progres- 
sive dairy farmer can make credit- 
able A. R. O. records. 


The seven and thirty day official 
records have always been popular 
with Holstein breeders, and for my 
part I hope they will continue to be so. 
Lately, considerable semi-official work 
covering a period of a year’s produc- 
tion has been done. The eight months 
after calving division of A. R. O. rec- 
ords offers an excellent indication of 
a cow’s capacity and ability to hold 
out, though I believe that the rules 
should be amended, making it neces- 
sary for a cow to drop another calf 
within say fifteen months, in order to 
qualify All records made with the 
idea of demonstrating a cow’s abili- 
ty under normal conditions are good 
—it is the abuse of the system that is 
to be criticised. We must not forget 
while making records, that a cow’s 


chief function, in order to be a con-: 


sistent and profitable performer, is 
to reproduce herself regularly. The 
Holstein-Friesian Association offers a 
long list of liberal prizes in all class- 
es of the various divisions, for supre- 
macy in butter production, as an in- 
ducement to take up A. R. O. work. 
Personally I think that with the pres- 
ent large surplus in the hands of the 
Association, equally -liberal prizes 
should -be offered for milk production. 
But that is getting off the track. 

Many refrain from making a start 
in A. R. O. testing through lack of 
knowledge of the rules and require- 
ments, others because of lack of help, 
and still others through a mistaken 
idea of economy. There is added 
expense—there is added inconvenience 
and hardship, but they are nothing in 
comparison with the lasting benefits 
derived, not only by the individual 
owner but by the breed in general. 
If I could believe that by coming 
among you and having this talk with 
you I had influenced a single man to 
make his initial start in A. R. O. work, 
I should feel well satisfied and amply 
repaid. 
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The earnest suggestion that I leave 
with you is to line breed systemati- 


‘cally and with a definite objective; 


use-carefully selected bulls—good in- 
dividuals as well as animals of su- 
perior breeding and backing; raise 
the calves conscientiously rather than 





economically; develop the h 
painstakingly and intelligently; test 
the cows officially, culling carefully 
and selecting with an eye to t 
constitution and dairy quality; ang 
breeding always upward and toward 
permanent success.

Cause of Sore Mouth. 


One of our cows appears to have a very 
sore mouth from no apparent cause, 
‘here is a profuse running trom the 
mouth and at times she refuses to eat, 
Other cattle in the herd show indication 
of the same trouble. Can you explain 
this in any way? E. M. W. 

Profuse salivation, smacking of 
lips and refusal of food with several 
cattle affected at the same time, 
points to local trouble. Examine mu- 
‘cous membrane at the mouth. No 
doubt you will find it inflamed and 
ulcerated. Ensilage not properly cut 
in length is often responsible for thig 
trouble, which somewhat resembles 
mouth and foot disease. Stop the en- 
silage, swab out the mouth twice a 
day with a solution of alum and borax. 
iso this for a few days and the trouble 
will entirely vanish. 





A Treatment for Mange. 

What is the best treatment for mange ? 
Leo 

Wash the skin first with soft soap 
and warm water and then use sulphur 
cintment: Sublimed Sulphur 1 part, 
Eenzoated Lard 4 parts. This oint- 
ment should be well applied every 
other day for a long period over aill 
affected parts and neighboring re- 
gions. 


Forage Crops for New York 
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as a feed is concerned, and in the 
efficiency of the dry matter, with 
roots. But of course it has a stronger 
flavor and you may have to feed it 
with care to cows. 

Voice—Would the Professor tell us 
how he could feed cabbage and not 
affect the milk? 

Prof. Wing—There is no difference 
between cabbage and any other strong 
flavored food. The effect is less when 
fed immediately after milking, the 
same as turnips, onions, etc. and it will 
have comparatively little effect on the 
flavor of the milk. The expert judges 
will usually detect it but in very many 
cases not sufficiently so that it will 
be objectionable to the ordinary taste. 

Mr. Davis—I would like to inquire 
as to the value of raw rock fertilizer 
for grass? ; 

Prof. Wing—It would help pastures 
where they lack in fertility. The ques- 
tion as to how much you could afford 
to spend, would be the chief one. I 
would rather put the raw rock fertili- 
zer into the stable drop and cover it 
with a lot of manure. 

Mr. Gould—I would like to ask Prof. 
Wing if he can tell us anything about 
soy beans with corn for silage? 

Prof. Wing—Soy beans with corn 
make very good food, when you can 
get the soy beans to grow. We are 
still in the state ‘with soy beans that 





we were with alfalfa‘ 12 or 14 years 
ago. I have not kept in close touch 
with what has been done in an experi- 
mental way, but there are some who 
think it is advisable to grow the soy 
beans and corn separate and mix as 
they cut the silage. Our people had 
very good success one year with it, 
but they have not continued it and I 
don’t know just why.

The herd sire at Stevenson Farms is 
Sir Napol Sir Pietje, All of his 
calves, even from horned cows are 
naturally hornless. The sire of Cor- 
nucopia Plum Johanna was a half 
brother to Johanna De Kol Van Beers, 
the 40 lb. cow. This Johanna family 
appears to have a number of its mem- 
bers in whom the polled trait is re- 
current. Keystone Plum Johanna has 
three sons, two by a horned 30-Ib. sire 
and one by a polled sire and all have 
small loose horns or scurs. One 
daughter of Keystone Plum Johanna 
is entirely polled. 

Keystone Beauty Plum Johanna has 
one son by a polled sire and one 
daughter by a son of King Pontiac 
Alcartra Pietje, who was from the for- 
mer’s world’s record junior four-year- 
old, Fairmont Zerma Segis Pietje, 35.- 
6 lbs. Both calves are perfectly polled 

Mr. Stevenson believes thoroughly 
in the long time test, having been 
quoted in the columns of the World 
before this time regarding it. He 
states that up to the present time that 
he has seen no indication of a detri- 
mental effect upon a cow due to long 


time testing. He believes it furnish- 
es the only satisfactory evidence of 
& cOw’s capacity to produce milk and 
butter and the only method of dem- 
onstrating a cow’s ability to produce 
milk with a high percentage of but- 
ter fat. Mr. Stevenson also believes 
that more attention should be given 
to the selection of sires to head herds 
from dams, whose yearly records 
show high percentages of fat. By 
such selections the standard of the 
breed would be raised as to the quali- 
ty of milk and the criticism of the 
advocates of other breeds would be 
entirely silenced. 

Mr. Stevenson says that the time 
is coming when the sires used in Hol- 
stein herds of the future will be 
from dams that have made not less 
than 840 lbs. of fat in a year from 
milk testing at least 3.8 per cent. 
He is striving to produce a strain of 
Holsteins furnishing milk that tests 
at least 4% throughout the year 
and believes that in his polled Hol- 
steins he has found the means to this 
end. 


The Leading ['wo-Year-Olds of Each 
Breed and Their Records

One of the greatest factors in profit- 
able dairying is the relative maturity 
of the heifers of each breed. The ex- 
pense of raising a heifer until she 
comes into milk is becoming so high 
that the breeder is now beginning to 
demand the greatest possible returns 
in the earliest possible time. 

The comparative maturity of the 
cows of the leading dairy breeds is 
perhaps best. determined by the rec- 
ords made by the two-year-old heifers 
of each breed.

Canadian Notes 


It will be of interest to the “Holstein 
Breeders” to know that the prohibito- 
ry measures against the United States 
has been raised, with the exception of 
the State of Illinois, and that the im- 
portation of live animals and their 
products, also hay, straw and other 
fodder from any other state than the 
State of Illinois is permitted under the 
ordinary regulations of the Dept. of 
Agriculture, but the shipper may be 
required, if deemed necessary to pro- 


duce evidence that the shipment did 
not originate in the State of Illinois. 

During the last half of December 
records of thirty-one cows and heif- 
ers were received and accepted for 
entry in the Record of Merit.

ization in Penn. 

On Thursday, January 13th, 1918, 
twenty-five Montgomery County 
breeders met in the office of the Coun- 
ty Farm Bureau and organized the 
Montgomery County Holstein-Friesian 
Breeders’ Association. A constitution 
and By-Laws were adopted, and in 
these were embraced the articles re- 
quired for affiliation with the National 
Holstein-Friesian Association. 

In addition to the twenty-five men.- 
bers present we have at least that 
many more good prospects for mem- 
bership in sight, and the applica- 
tion for charter was left open until 
after the next meeting which was set 
for Wednesday, February 2nd, at which 
time we hope to take in at least twen- 
ty-five additional members, so that. the 
association will be started with at 
least fifty charter members. At this 
meeting, also, officers and directors 
will be elected for the year. 

Although, it has only been a matter 
of a very few years since the first pure 
bred Holstein Friesian was introduced 
into Montgomery County, there has 
been a very great and very rapid devel- 
opment of local interest in this breed, 
and if the enthusiasm shown at the 
ineeting is communicated to the other 
charter members, and . disseminated 
throughout the County, which I am 
sure will be done, it will be only a 
very few years until Montgomery 
County will take its place in the very 
front rank of Holstein Friesian breed- 
ers.
